.John McGrath of Barnesville intro­ 
duced a bill giving wives, children and 
other dependents the right to sue sa­ 
loonkeepers and the!/ sureties for any 
damage they may suffer, either to 
their person, property or by loss of 
support caused by their husbands or 
supporters being drunk. 
The midnight lid bill, which was 
killed, exhumed and buried again by 
the house some weeks ago, was rein­ 
troduced by J. D. O’Brien of St. Paul 
add M. D. Sullivan of Minneapolis. 
A constitutional amendment limit­ 
ing the session of the legislature to 
sixty days was introduced by John F. 
Selb and T. J.^Brady of St. Paul. 
A board of soda fountain inspectors 
is provided in a bill by M. J. Sulli­ 
van and K. F. Sabler of Minneapolis. 
There are to be three members of the 
board with a deputy in ev ery ’county. 
A plumbing inspector at $1,800 with 
a deputy at $1,500 is provided for each 
city of 50.000 in a bill by W. G. fy>d- 
enberg of St. Paul. 


To Lim it House Expenditure. 


A bill lim iting the daily expendi­ 
ture of the house for ’salaries of em ­ 
ployes to $225 was introduced by Ker­ 
ry Conley of Rochester. 
He says th at 
his bill would save the state over $10,- 
000 each session. 
Court commissioners m ust be learn­ 
ed in the law, under a bill by J. A. 
Dalzell of Morton. 
St. Paul and other large cities are 
authorized to condemn land for docks, 
w harves, canals and harbors in a bill 
by O. F. Christenhen of St. Paul. 
The term s of the county auditor and 
treasurer in Ramsey and Hennepin 
are made four years in a bill by E. F. 
Perry of St, Paul. 
Robbery in the first degree, which 
Includes holdups, is to be punished by 
twenty-five to fifty years’ imprison­ 
ment, under a bill by Frank Nimocks 
of Minneapolis. 
The regulation of salary and chat­ 
tel mortgage loaning companies is pro­ 
vided in a bill by W. D. Washburn, Jr. 
of Minneapolis. 
The maximum inter­ 
est is 2 per cent per month. 
The heirs of Charles Bazille are per­ 
mitted to bring suit to establish their 
ownership to the land on which the 
old capital stands, in a bill by John 
Sclb of St. Paul. 
The salary of tho secretary of the 
state highway commission is raised 
from $1,800 to $3,000 in a bill by John 
Zelch of Washington county. 
The state auditor is allowed to sell 
state land to the state board of con­ 
trol for state institutions, under a bill 
by H. P. W ebb of Sandstone. 
This is 
intended mostly for the purpose of al­ 
lowing the proposed state inebriate 
asylum to be located on state land. 
A reapportionm ent bill by L. H. 
Johnson of Minneapolis providing for 
65 senators and 127 representatives, 
together with various reapportionm ent 
bills pertaining only to small districts, 
were introduced. 
• 
Women Cannot Hold Saloon Licenses. 
A bill prohibiting women from hold­ 
ing saloon licenses was introduced by 
O. H. Hattsori of Roseau. This is to 
prevent saloonkeepers who have their 
licenses revoked from turning them 
over to their wives. 
A universal license law for hunters 
was introduced by L. D. Brown of 
Little Falls and others. 
At present 
hunters may hunt in their own county 
without a license. 
The bill requires 
them to have a license to hunt any­ 
where except on their own farms. 
Correspondence courses for the far­ 
m ers with home lectures and farm ­ 
house kl flings, won only after a hard 
fight in tuM m ittee of the whole of the 
senate. 
The bill was amended, cut­ 
ting the appropriation to $50,000 for 
the two years. - 
To take the place of the Cashman 


distance tariff bill, which the senate 
killed the other day on the plea that 
such legislation would interfere with 
the present rate cases, a bill was in­ 
troduced by Senators Works, Hall and 
Canfield permitting the railway com­ 
mission to issue orders for preferen­ 
tial rates on coal and lumber and oth­ 
er article*.

While the physicians were removing 
the dead woman's clothing preliminary 
to the autopsy, the photograph of the 
two-year-old son of the couple, Peter 
Farmer, now w ith his uncle in W ater­ 
town, N. Y., was found under the cor­ 
sage of Mrs. Farm er’s dress.

condemned woman had told Father 
Hickey, her spiritual adviser, to whom 
her public confession was made, that 
she had no relative that she knew of.

but James Boyle had any 
fears for 
his safety when he

Nervously j 
begging the officers for protection, he j 
faced a crowd of hundreds of persons { 
attracted merely by curiosity and is 
happier in his cell than 
has been 
since his arrest. 
Dreading the return 
to his home town, Boyle was nervous 
all night 
and slept little. He 
was 
scarcely able to murmur the words 
officers I waiving a hearing in the courtroom 


I and almost collapsed at the station 
I when 500 persons surrounded the pa­ 
trol wagon where he was awaiting the 
arrival of the train for Mercer. 
Al­ 
though the weather wras cold, he wiped 
big beads cf perspiration from his 
forehead when the train pulled out 
and he told the sheriff he was thank­ 
ful to be back in his cell again. 
The opinion is spreading among the 
people of this county th at Mrs. Boyle 
will not be prosecuted, but th at she 
soon will be entirely elim inated from 
the case and be allowed to depart. 
There is said to be no local proof 
w hatever to connect her with the ab­ 
duction, and as she absolutely refuses 
to aid the local authorities in the 
least, the supposition is th at she will 
soon be free. 
This is borne out by 
the delay in arraigning her. 
Although 
it was positively stated by the district 
attorney th at “they” would take her to 
Sharon today for form al arraignm ent, 
it was later stated the trip to Sharon 
had been abandoned for the present 
and that Mrs. Boyle had agreed not to 
demand an early hearing.
